Paul Max Kubong, 22 years old, a 
régistered German enemy alien, {i 
whose room at 725 North Euclid av- 
cnue was found a map of the Unit- 
ed States with all the important rail- 
réad bridges marked in red ink, ad- 
mitted last night, the police say, that 
he entered an express car and 
opened two suit cases -being ex- 
pressed to army officers in Washing: 
ton, for the purpose of getting in- 
formation tor the German Govern- 
ment. eg 
"He ws in a serious condition at the 
¢fty hospital, the result of jumping 
from the express car 
after he had thrown off the suit 
cases. He was found at Ninth strat 


and Clark avenue a few hours lacer. 
in a dazed condition, ‘with the ex- 
press tags from the-suitcases in nis 
pocket. 

‘To a Post-Dispatch reporter tuday 
he denied that he was a Gtrmin 
agent, and asserted that he entered 
the car to seal it, and that he threw 
off the suit cases to break his fall 
wh he jumped. He did nut ex- 
pigio having the tags in his pocket, 
J ps Showing Camps in Room. 

In additi- to the red-inked map. 
detectives who searched his room 
also found maps on which were in- 
dicatéd the location of army can- 
tonments, munition plants and ship- 
yards. They were speciaHy made, 
as there are no such maps on public 
gale. Kubong said he found them in 
a room at the Benton Hotel, 819 Pine 
street where he formerly lived. 

While his entrance to the express 
ear and his subsequent injury were 
Tuestay night, hospital physicians 
would not let him be questioned un- 
til last night. 

Kubong was employed as a seal 
clerk by the Wells Fargo Express 
Co., and as such was in a position to 
know the contents of outgoing car .. 
The one he entered was a through 
ear for Washington, and contained 
many packages addressed to army 
officers and persons in Government 
work. 

The police say he admitted boar4- 
ing the car Teusday night at Twen- 
tteth street, breaking the sea) an‘ 
opening the suit cases after the train 
started. «u is belfeved he cut the 
tags from them to prevent identiti- 
cation of them when they were 
found.

Denies He Is a Spy. . 
. Kubong told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he was loyal, and 
that he tried to enlist In the Fifth 
Regiment several months ago, and 
was rejected. “].&am not a spy. and 
I didn’t get om’ the car to steal any- 
thing.” he sdid. He declared he haa 
studied the map with the marked 
tridges to learn more about the rail- 
road systems of the country, to as- 
Gist him in his work. 
Mrs. Mary B. Keefer, at whose 
house Kubong roomed, said he wént 
there June 3. He had- two large, 
expensive suitcases. she said. He

PENALTY IF INCOME TAX IS 
NOT PAID BY NOON TOMORROW 


5 Per Cent Will Be Added and 1 Per 

Cent Each Succeeding Month 

Untii Assessment Is Paid. 

Noon tomorrow will be the time 
limit for paying income tax without 
incurring penalties for delinquency. 
The office of the Internal Revenue 
Coflector in the Federal Building, 
Eighth and Olive streets, will close 
promptly at that hour. 

Those who have been assessed and 
who do not maké payment by that 
time will be required to pay 5 per 
cent additional tax and for each 
month that the tax remains unpaid 
they must pay an additional 1 per 
cent, 

Returns mailed to the Collector 
before noon tomorrow will be ex- 
empt from penalty, though delivered 
to him after that hour. 


AGRICULTURAL BILL AMENDED 
TO PROVIDE FOR DRY NATION 


‘Five Members Present When Senate 
Committee Makes Measure Pro- 
vide for Prohibition During War. 

By the Associated Presse. 
WASHINGTON, June 14.—With 

only five members present, the Sen- 
ate Agricultural Committee today 
tentatively inserted in the agricul- 
tural approriation bill the amend- 
ment of Senator Jones of Washing- 
ton to provide for national prohibi- 
tion during the war. 

The committee struck out the Ran- 
dall amendment, which would pre- 
vent the expenditure of about §$6,- 
000,000 under the provisions of the 
bill unless the President prohibits the 
use of grain and foodstuffs in the 
manufacture of beer and wine. 

Senators Norris of Nebraska: Ken- 
yon of Iowa. and Page of Vermont, 
voted for the amendment, and Sena- 
te.s Smith of South Carolina, acting 
chairman of the committee, and 
Smith of Georgia opposed the res- 
olution. 

The committee also eliminated 
from the bill a House amendement 
providing that no money appropri- 
ated in the measure shal! be used in 
the payment of salaries of persons 
of d-aft age who have been given de- 
ferred classification vhile employed 
fh the Depaitment of Agriculture. 

Senator Smith of South Carolina, 
after the conference adjourned, 
called for another meeting of the 
committee for this afternoon to re- 
consider th: action taken’ on the 
prohibition amendment.

TWO SQUADRONS 
OF AIRPLANES FLY 
OVER THE GIlY 


First Unit Appears in U- 
Shape Formation Shortly 
After 8 A. M. and Second 
Three Hours Later. 


ONE DOES FEW STUNTS 


| ON THE WAY BACK 


Machines Go West Beyond 
City Limits and Drop in 
Single Line for a Time on 
Homeward Flight. 


Two squadrons of United States 
«-rmy airplanes, 10 planes in each 
squadron, from Scott Field, near 
Belleville, flew over St. Louis this 
morning, the first between 8:15 and 
9:1) o’chlock, and the second nearly 
three hours later. It was the city’s 
first view of aerial «quadrons in 
the formation which is observed by 
American and illied aviators in ac- 
tual ser .°:e in France. 

This year’s first class at Scott 


rield graduated tuday, and nine of 
the newly graduated flyers drove 
machines in each squadron. The 
tenth and leading machine, in each 
flight, was driven by Lieut. Koontz, 
ai nstructor. Similar. flights will be 
made later, as the cther classes grad- 
uate. 

The flight over the city was a 
commencement day exercic. for the 
young aviators. Instead of rells of 
sheepskin, flowers «ind class poems, 
they celebrated their advance -~t 
by facing a 15-mile wind; at a height 
of nearly a mile, and making a drive 
into a barrage of smoke clouds. In- 
stead of the handclapping of lower 
classmen, they heard the blowing 
of whistles by the admiring engi- 
neers of the city below them. 

“he start from Scott Field, 17 
miles from St. Louis by the first 
squadron of 10 men, was made a 
f. - minutes after 8 o’clock. At 8:15 
watchers on top of downtown office 
buildings saw the first speck in the 
high white clouds to the southeast, 
beyond the free bridge. It remained 
so long stationary that some of the 
observers concluded they had been 
mistaken. But in a few minutes it 
was seen to be moving, very high 
and app. rently not very fast, toward 
tie center of the business district. 


In V-Shape Formation. 


When the pilot plane had come 
over the courthouse, the nine other 
} hines became visible, even far- 
ther to the south. They were count- 
ed with varying success by different 
watchers, but at 8:30 all had come 
into view, and they were in the forre 
of a very long V, with the point 
foremost. 

The pilot came almost over the 
] st-Dispatch Building, then turned 
st thward, with a spiral glide which 
lo- ered his position somewhat, but 
kc him still so high that the noise 
of his engine could not be heard He 
j .d toward the leader of the nine 
machines, and, kee: . considerably 
above and in front of him, proceeded 
1 d ‘.e squadron westward. 

At 8:40 the pilot was over a point 
to the south, which appeared to be 
about Sixteenth streeet and Chou- 
teau avenue. Behind and below him 
was the machine at the apex of the 
V, and behind this machine, to the 
right, were four others, apparently 
a distance of a city block or more 
apart, while three were to his left 
in somewhat more extended order. 
The ninth and last machine was not 
part of the V, but came in the rear. 

Well beyond the business district, 
the pilot plane headed for Forest 
Park, and gradually, to those watch- 
ing downtown, the cavalcade of fly- 


ers became again specks to the west. 


The pilot plane, higher than the oth- 
ers, remained in sight longer, and it 
was seen to execute “stunts” while 
over a point same distance west of 
Grand avenue. 

Only Two in View. 

At 9 o’clock, from the downtown 
view, only two planes were visible. 
still beating their way against the 
wind from the West. But suddenly. 
over the rim of a grayish cloud that) 
was banked in the Western sky, there 
came a black dot, and then another. 
until the eye could finally make out 
eight planes scrambling over the top 
of the hill of cloud. 

At this, one of the two sentinel 
Planes turned east gind, with the 
wind behind him, streaked away at 
terrific velocity. It, seemed only a 
few moments, such was his speed, 
until he was swallowed u pin the 
mist east of the Mississippi. But 
the other held on his way to the 
west, the opposing wind making him 
seem almost stationary, in the po. 
sition of one reviewing the beautiful 
maneuver which the esquadrille was 
now performing. 

First the entire band of eight 
came streaming east in single file. 
Then they wheeled like swallows 
to the north, still in a line, until 
the leader seemed to be about over 
Market street. Suddc. nly he turne4 
to the south with a graceful bank-

SHIP ATTACKED IN 
AMERICAN WATERS 


Wireless Message Reports 
Vessel Is Sinking—Largest 
Yet Fired on and May 
Have Passengers on Board. 


U-BOAT REPORTED 
OFF VIRGINIA CAPES 


Ships Ready to Sail Are Held 
Back on Rumors of Sub- 
marine Activity 18 Miles 
at Sea.

AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 14.— 
Ships ready to sail from here last 
night and today were held back on 
reports that a submarine was o;ocr- 
ating 18 miles off the Virginia 
capes. 

A British steamship arriving here 
today reportce that she received 
wireless messages from the Brit- 
ish steamer Keemaun last “night that 
she was being attacked by a German 
submarine. Two hours later word 


was received from the vessel that 
she was sinking. 

An American steamer from West 
Indian ports, arriving here today, re- 
ported that, on Tuesday, off Cape 
Hatteras, the vessel picked up a 
wireless call for help from a ship 
between her and the shore, which. 
the message said, was being shelled 
by a German submarine. 

If the Keemun has been destroyed, 
this is the largest steamer yet unk 
during the U-boat warfare on this 
side of the Atlantic. The Keemun, 
owned by th: China Mutual Navi- 
of Liverpool, was built 
in Belfast in 1902. 

“t was considered probable here 
she carried a number of -passengers. 


COMMANDER OF 
U-BOAT OFF U.S. 
ONCE IN U.S. NAVY 


Capt. Neustidt Served Five 
Years, Say Sailors Off 
Torpedoed Vessel. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW i Tune 14.—The com- 
mander of the U-151, one of the Ger- 
man submarines which have been 
operating off the American Atlantic 
coast, has been identified as Capt. 


Neustidt, and he served five years as! 


a gu iner’s mate in the United States 
Navy, according to affidavits of of- 
ficers and sailors on the schooners 
Hattie B. Dunn, Edna and Haup- 
pauge, victims of the submarine. 

The documents were brought here 
today by naval reserve officers ar- 
riving from Cuba. 

The seamen who made the affi- 
davits were picked up by an Amer- 
ican steamer after having been held 
prisoner aboard the submarine for 
eight days and set adrift. The 
steamer took them to Cuba, where 
they were examined by the naval re- 
serve officers. *, 

The submarine is manned by a 
crew of 76, is 210 feet long, 29 feet 
wide, has a shell of %-inch steel. 
two 5.9-inch guns mounted fore and 
aft, is equipped with two periscopes, 
one over the conning tower and the 
other aft, has four stationary rapid 
fire guns on deck, carries 100 rapid 
fire rifles and had aboard 18 torpe- 
does, according to the affidavits. 

Capt. Neustidt told his captives, 
they said, that his vessel left Kiel 
April 14, and up to June 2 had sunk 
15 ships, six of which were Amer- 
ican. From the schooner Isabel B. 
Wiley, the commander declared, he 
took enough food to provision his 
craft for six weeks. 

The U-boat skipper professed re- 
luctance to sink American vesse's. 
but said he had no alternative, as 
he “had been ordered by wirelesa 
from Kiel to get busy or come 
home.” 

The raider’s provisions consisted 
mainly of black bread, poor coffee, 
stewed fruit and potato soup.

ENEMY “ANNOYED” AT 
BELLEAU WOOD LOSS 


London Daily Mail Corre- 
spondent Tells How Teu- 
ton Guns Pound U. S. 
Lines in Retaliation. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, J:.e 14.—A party of 
50 Germans among the troops who 
attacked the Americans northwest of 
Chateau Thier: on Thursday sur- 
rendered under 2 flag of truce, re- 
ports the correspondent of the Daily 
Mail with the American forces in 
France. All the German attacks 


failed and they left behind them 
dead and wounded. Describing the 
day’s events, the -orrespondent says: 

“The Germans apparently are an- 
noyed at losing Belleay Wood. All 
night and early this morning guns of 
almost every caliber pounded ‘the 
American lines at Bouresches ind 
Telleau Wood. 

“Local attacks, more or less fee- 
ble in strength, followed, and the 
Germans entered the streets of Bou- 
resches. Nevertheless the attacks 
failed and the enemy left behind a 
number of dead, several wounded 
and many prisoners, 50 of whom 
currendered under a flag of truce; 
machine guns and trench mcrtars. 

“About 400 enemy cavalry were 
discovered south of Eterpilly (north 
of Bouresches) yesterday, but few 
returned after the Americans had 
fired into them. 

“It is believed the Germans have 
ordered fresh divisions to the Amer- 
ican sector near Bussiares (west of 
Belleau Wooc). 

“The excellent relations between 
the French and American commands 
is shown by the fact that a regi- 
n.ent of zouaves and a division of 
French artillery are now working 
under an American divisional com- 
mander.” 


U. S. Troops Celebrate Anniversary 


by Meeting Powerful Attack.

PARIS, June 14.—American 
troops whose brilliant military quali- 
ities are mentioned daily in dis- 
patches from the front are given un- 
stinted praise in the newspapers of 
Paris. They celebrated the anni- 
versary of the arrival of the first 
American contingents in France, by 
meeting a powerful German attack 
on a difficult sector and inflicting 
sanguinary losses upon the enemy. 


HAIG REVIEWS 
U. S. TROOPS ON 
BRITISH FRONT

AMERICAN HEADQUARTERS 
ON THE BRITISH FRONT, Wednes- 
day, June 12.—Field Marshal Sir 
Douglas Haig, Commander in Chief 
of the British Army in France, today 
reviewed the American troops on a 
wide plain in this area. 

The Americans filed past with an 
easy swinging step that bore out the 
opinion of many British experts that 
they are as fit physically as training 
can make them. Parading is not 


sur posed to be their strong point, | 


but after a long march to the re- 
viewing ground and a long wait with 
their heavy packs on their backs, 
their alignment, step and cafriage 
were excellent 

The review opened impressively 
with a salute to the colors while a 
squadron from the royal flying corps 
flew over the field and did some 
acrobatic stunts in honor of thetr 
allies. Field Marsha) Haig stopped 
several times to chat with officers 
while passing along the line.

A detailed and censored account 
of the voyage of the 138th United 


States Infantry, made up of the oid 
First and Fifth Regiments of St. 
Louis, to France is contained in a 
letter received by Mrs. H. V. Nie- 
meyer of 5830 Clemens avenue, from 
her son, Corp. Frederic L. Niemeyer. 

The letter. which came in an en- 
velope which bore no stamp or post- 
mark of any sort but carried by of- 
ficial mark of the censor, was written 
day by day on board ship, one of he 
finest in the transport service, Nie- 
meyer says. The ‘regiment sailed 
from an Atlantic port and landed at 
a foreign port several weeks ago. 

Enjoyable Trip Across. 

The St. Louis boys were all well 
taken care of on the way over, state- 
roms being provided with upper and 
lower berths with plenty of bathing 
facilities. Games of all kinds were 
arranged on deck with moving pic- 
ture shows at night: the food was 
go: ~ and plentiful and the entire 
trip was enjoyable, Niemeyer writes. 
Some excitement was furnished 
when three supposed submarines 
were sighted. Guns from the convoy 
were brought into play and after a 
shot was fired the “U-boats” turned 
whales. A 
dailynewspaper was printed on 
boafd the transport in which base- 
ball scorea and war news was pub- 
lished. ‘ 

In the danger zone the men were 
ordered to sleep in their clothes and 
the troops wore their life belts all 
during the trip. Corp. Niemeyer is 
in I Company. His letter, edited by 
the censor, who deleted § several 
names and other information, fol- 
lows: 

“It ts my intention to write a page 
or so each day so I can mail it to 
you as soon as we arrive on the 
other side. At 4 a. m. yestemilay 
morning we got up, rolled our packs 
and policed up the camp, leaving it 
in the perfect condition that our reg- 
iment always does. Our barracks 
bags were loaded on nearby trairs 
and we followed sometime after 
them with our packs on our backs. 
After a short trip we were loaded on 
our boat. 

“When we walked up the gang- 
plank we dropped our printed postals 
in a mail bag and they wil! be nailed 
to you as soon as the news has been 
cabled back of our safe arrival, thus 
letting you hear several weeks soon- 
er than by mailing the postals over 
there. 

Good Quarters on Board. 

‘We were assigned to our state- 
rooms—I mean, by that. splendid lit- 
tle rooms with lower and upper 
berths, writing desk and mirror and 
plenty of bed cover, towels, etc. Cer- 
tainly a fine boat and the officers’ 
quarters aré most luxurious The 
noneommissioned officers have club- 
rooms and a part of a deck to them- 
selves. 

‘The meals are good. Get plenty of 
it, served and cooked by English. 
They give us lots of tea and marma- 
lade. I khow of only one case of 
seasickness so far, one of the Lieu- 
tenants. We wear our life preserves 
all the time and have -had life-boat 
drill. It is a wonderful sight to see 
transports all around us, about 
of them, further on are battle cruis- 
ers and destroyers. 

“Certainly no sub would dare show 
itself. I find myself and all the men 
entirely easy and, if anything, rath- 
er hoping a submarine will take the 
chance and show up. The weather 
is nice, warm during the day and a 
smooth sea. 

Concert by Two Banda. 

“Second day out—Just finished 
dinner and everything quiet. 
Fine weather continues and a smooth 
sea. Had the lifeboat drill again this 
morning. We have one or two band 
concerts a day and the men dance. 
Unless a company is on guard, there 
is little or nothing to do. The sea 
is a great incentive to sleep—com- 
monly called ‘bunk fatigue’ by the 
soldiers. 

“It is now 10 p. m., and several 
of us went out on deck.

While it was evidently impossible 
for the enemy gunners accurately to 
see the party of officers, they man- 
aged to figure pretty closely the di- 
rection they would take to keep out 
of sight, and so ‘‘sniped” the little 
group with astonishing accuracy.

Chamber of Commerce . Estimates 
Contracts Have Given Employ- 
ment to 15,000 Workers.

War Labor Board’s decision in the 
case was that the men should be 
permitted to join unions. 

The President’s letter to the tele- 
graph heads, made public today, 
reads: 

“My attention has been called to 
the fact that the National Labor 
Board, after a careful consideration 
of the questions at issue between 
the telegraph companies and their 
employes, have arived at a decision, 
the essential points of which are em- 
braced in the following: 

“1. The employes have a right to 
join a union if they so desire, and 
men discharged for joining the 
union should be reinstated. 

“2. The company should not be re- 
quired to deal with the union or to 
recognize it. 

“3 Committees of employes should 
be recognized in presenting griev- 
ances. 

4. Where employes and.employera 
fail to agree, the question in. dis- 
pute should be determined by the 
National War Labor Board. 

“5. The telegraphers ‘union should 
not initiate strikes or permit itg 
members to initiate them, but should 
submit all grievances to the National 
War-Labor Board. 

“I am informed.that the repre- 
sentatives of the union are willing to 
accept this decision, but that the 
representatives of the telegrap': 
companies have not accepted it. 

“May 
ment it is imperatively necesary in 
the national interest that decisions 
of the National War Labor Board 
should be accepted by both parties 
to labor disputes. To fail to accept 
them is to jeopardize the interests of 
the nation very seriously because it; 
constitutes a rejection of the instru- 
mentality set up by the Government 
itself for the determination of labor 
disputes, set up with a sincere desire 
to arrive at justice in every case and 
with the express purpose of safe- 
guarding the nation against labor 
difficulties during the continuation 
of the present war. 

“All these circumstances being 
taken into consideration, I do not 
hesitate to say that it is a patriotic 
duty to co-operate in this all-im 
portant matter with the Government 
by the use of the instrumentality

Six of 
the men were decorated for bravery 
in action on Feb.. 28. ‘ Ambulance 
drivers, artillerymen, Anfantrymen 
and a private from. the’ Medical De- 
partment comprise those honored. 

Following are the citations: 

Private (first class) Lace McGilire 
—Was on duty as a driver of an am- 
bulance at an advanced post April 
19. During April 19 and 20 he made

ial. Primarily the flag is raised 
to be seen, and secondarily, the 
flag is something to be guarded, 
treasured. and so tradition holds 
it shall not be menaced by the 
darkness. To leave the flag out © 
at night, unattended, is proof 
of shiftlessness, or at least care- 
lessness. 

On Memorial day, the Flag 
should be displayed at half-mast 
from sunrise until noon, and at 
the peak from noon until sunset. 
It should, on being retired, never 
be allowed to touch the ground. 

When the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’ is played or sung, uncover, 
stand and remain standing, IN 
SILENCE, until it is finished. 

Applause at the conclusion 
of the “Star Spangled Banner” 
is out of place. 

Worn out and useless flags 
should be destroyed by burning. 

A Flag torn or frayed by the 
wind and weather should never 
again be hoisted until it has been 
repaired. This is a regulation of 
both the Army and Navy and 
should also be followed by all 
civilians. 


When the colors are passing, 
the spectator, if a man, should 
halt if walking, arise if sitting 
and uncover, holding the 
headress opposite the left shoul- 
der with the right hand; if bare- 
headed, he should salute with 
the right hand. A woman should 
stand at attention as the flag 
passes by. 

When the flag is waving from 
a stationary flagstaff or pole it 
is not saluted with the hand. 


In decorating, the flag should 
never be festooned or draped. 
Always. hung flat. If hung with 
stripes horizontal, Union should 
be in upper left corner. If hung 
perpendicularly, Union should 
be in upper right corner. 

When the flag is carried in 
parade, or when crossed with. 
other flags, the Stars and Stripes 
should always be at the right. 

The law specifitally forbids 
the use of and representation of 
the flag in any manner or in 
any connection with merchan- 
dise for sale. 

The flag should be raised at 
sunrise and lowered at sunset.

Pershing were awarded to men of 
your race, and the first man to car- 
ry Old Glory over the top was a 
black man.”

— ‘Remember, if you will, that I 
fought side by side with the colored 
boys in Cuba. I found them to be 
excellent soldiers.’’

Festus J. Wade—"In all my experi- 
nce in St. Louis I never have seer 
nm more inspiring demonstration of 
ratriotism than this.

$1-A-YEAR MEN ON SALARIES 


Survey Begun, in Pian to Secure 
Highcr Efficiency and Promote 
Responsibility. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—A sur- 
vey has been undertaken by the Gov- 
ernment looking to putting its dol- 
lar-a-year volunteers on substantial 
salaries. These men heretofore have 
accepted nominal compensation un- 
der a law forbidding the Govern- 
ment to accept services without pay. 
The step is in the interest of effi- 
ciency and to promote responsibility 
to the Government. 

Reports of department heads show, 
it is said, that most dollar-a-year 
volunteers heretofore have been pafd 
much higher salaries than the Gov- 
ernment, could -afford to’ give, even 
if the suggestion of several depart- 
ment heads for a $5000 limit is 
adopted.

The victory of our program is as 
sure as there is a God in heaven. 

“Now, what is our program? 
First of all, we are committed to 
the creation of a real international 
law to put in the place of the idea 
of the supreme self-determining, un- 
controlled, unmoral nation, a nation 
of moral being, regardful of the 
rights of other nations and of in- 
dividual human beings. 

An Impetus to Democracy. 

“In the second. place, this war 
will, in my opinion, give an im- 
mense impetus to the movement for 
democratic government among meh. 
I believe that this immense impetus 
to free government is going to pro- 
duce wonderful results of many: dif- 
ferent kinds. here in our own so- 
ciety, which will make it infinitely 
easier for the man dependent on his 
own exertion to get on in the world 
than it now is. 

“We have been conceiving the 
Declaration of Independence in 
terres of political liberty, in terms 
of freedom from legal interference. 
We are coming to see that that is 
only a small part of liberty. Lib- 
erty is something positive and not 
negative. Hconomic liberty, intel- 
lectual liberty, spiritual liberty are 
as real necessities in a life spent 
in the pursuit of happiness as po- 
litical liberty. 

“A society in which every man is 
free to race ahead as rapidly as he 
can without reference to his neigh- 
bers except to get ahead of them is 
a society in which the vigorous, able, 
keen and strong may ultimately re- 
duce their brethren léss favorably 
endowed to the position of a thor- 
oughly exploited class and such a 
society cannot be called a democratic 
society in any true sense, even 
though political liberty be fully es- 
tablished and prodected. 

“This war, in my opinion, is go- 
ing to change the face of human so- 
ciety in many important respects 
through agencies it will create to 
protect and foster the rights of the 
great mass of the people. 

“As a concrete illustration of what 
this may mean—take the attitude of 
the British Labor party towards this 
war. ‘We are willing,’ the leaders 
declare, ‘to mobilize labor to the 
limit in prosecution of a just under- 
taking. But you should not ask us 
to sacrifice more than other classes. 
And you must theréfore guarantee 
to us that we shall be left at the 
end of the war in the same relative 
advantage in fixing wages, hours and 
terms of employment as we occupy 
now.” 

Fact of Promise Important. 

“No such demand was ever made 
before inany war. The Government 
made this promise. The fact that it

The 
valley people regard the present op- 
portunity to take their cause before 
McAdoo at a time when one man 
can decide it and the influence of 
the railroads is impaired by Govern- 
ment control as one which probably 
will not recur.

Shall We Eat Meat? 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

We hear much about the oppressive 
Beef Trust. and the outrageous price of 
meat; but one word will explain clearly 
the principal reason why the best meat is 
32 cents a pound while we can buy a 
round of corn for 3 cents. As long as it 
takes about 10 pounds of corn to make 
one pound of meat,.it does not require a 
knowledge of higher mathematics to fig- 
ure out that when the animals can no 
longer range on the free grasslands of the 
far West, flesh foods must sell for at least 
16 times the price of corn. 

Just recently Mrs. Caroline Bartlett 
Crane appeared before a congressional 

mmittee and called their attention to 
he fact that the meat-inspection in Chi- 
cago was largely a fake. She showed how 
if an animal had some serious local dis-’ 
ease, they cut that part off the carcass 
and permit the rest to go on to market. 
The public held up their hands in hor- 
ror, and inquired, ‘Is this thing so0?’’ 
Congress made an investigation, and one 
of the United States meat inspectors not 
only acknowledges it. but said. “the idea 
of eating the meat of slightly diseased ani- 
mals may be repulsive to some, but a lit- 
tle consideration should readily convince‘a 
reasonable person that there is no valid 
reason for condemning and wasting per- 
fectly wholesome meat simply because 
there happens to be somewhere in the ani- 


tee ae 


mal a gland or an organ showing a lesion, 


or a parasitic nodule. 

‘Someone has estimated that meat would 
@6]11 for a dollar a pound if all the dis- 
eased meat were eliminated. As far as I 
am concerned I would prefer to eat corn- 
flakes, rather than feed them to a hog 
and eat them in the form of pork. 

In this time of Food Conservation and 
scientific cookery, it is'not only possible 
but entirely feasible to secure a well bal- 
anced and perfectly appetizing meal with- 
out eating a food that is open to so many 
substantial objections as a flesh diet.

BETTER NEWS FROM FRANCE. 

The late news from the batflefield in France 
is cheering—as cheering as news can be with the 
enemy hammering at the approaches to Paris 
with powerful armies. The advance has been 
checked, with heavy slaughter, and at some points 
turned. The situation is becoming dangerous for 
the Germans and may result in disaster unless 
they can make further progress. ° 

It is evident that Gen. Foch was prepared for 
the latest stroke of the Germans. He has got 
the measure of the boches and his own bearings 
as Generalissimo. The difference in results be- 
tween the first three and the latest drive is 
marked. The Germans have been blocked in the 
shortest time, with the heaviest losses of the 
campaign. The allies are strong enough to make 
successful counter attacks. 

A gratifying feature of the battle is the ex- 
cellent record of the American units in the field. 
The American share of the work is small as 
compared with the whole effort, but the signifi- 
cant thing is that this small part has been ac- 
complished with splendid courage, vigor and skill. 
The work of our small contingents now is a guar- 
antee of future good work when the American 
army gathering in France is large enough to 
strike an effective blow. We expected our boys 
to hit hard, but now we know how hard they 
can hit. 

The plans of the allied forces have become 
clearer as the battle has progressed. We know 
now that Gen. Foch is using the minimum of men 
and guns to stop the Germans. We know that 
territory is accounted less than men and that the 
main objective is the slaughter and demoraliza- 
tion of armies. Foch is conserving men and 
waiting for the time when his own reserves and 
opportunity offer a chance for a decisive blow. 

In preparation for that time two things are 
necessary: 

First, to hold the enemy in check and kill 
boches. 

Second, to increase the men and munitions of 
war on the front as rapidly as possible. 

Our job here is to hasten the decisive stroke by 
sending men and supplies to France. It is cut 
out for us and requires all the energy and skill we 
can concentrate on the work. 
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ATTENTION, MR. McADOO. 
The following is quoted ‘from a statement of 


Mississippi River Commission and division en- 
gineer of the Western Division of the United 
States River and Harbor Works: 

The above statement of facts shows that 
an 8-foot channel from St. Louis to Cairo 
and 9 feet from Cairo to New Orleans is 
practically dependent only upon the con- 
tinuance of appropriations; and its con- 
tinuous maintenance is as certain and 
regular as that of land travel. Moreover, 
it is much more difficult to sidetrack 
steamboats than it is to sidetrack railway 
cars, so that quick delivery of freight by 
water is much more probable than quick 
delivery of freight by rails. 
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Senator Swanson of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee announces that the submarines have been 
driven off. Senator Lodge crowned a war service 
seldom clouded by partisanship when he told the 
country that the Navy Department’s precautions 
had been all that foresight could suggest. We 
cannot prevent submarine raids. We can prevent 
Germany’s winning the war. Senators as well as 
the rest of us help by keeping cool. 
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SAVAGERY AND CIVILIZATION. 

When Private George Jacobs, Canadian Engi- 
neers, passing through St. Louis, told about a 
chap by the name of Brown, of the Durham Light 
Artillery, all shot up and bleeding, who gave up 
his tunic and his place in an ambulance to a 
wounded German prisoner, he felt that some ex- 
planation was needed, so he said it just went to 
show that you can’t uncivilize a civilized man. 
And Brown’s.little girl had been killed in an air 
raid, too, and his two brothers had been killed in 
battle. 

That is just the difference between the Huns 
and the soldiers of democracy. You can’t uncivil- 
ize a civilized man and,‘ as Private Jacobs might 
have added, you can only civilize an uncivilized 
man, such as the German has shown himself in 
war to be, by giving him such a beating that he 
will never dare to be uncivilized again. 

The savagery of German soldiers is the product 
of the savagery of German rulership. When the 
Kaiser sent his soldiers forth he said to them: 
“When you meet the foe you will defeat him. No 
quarter will be given. Let all who fall into your 
hands be at your mercy.” 

In the Kriegsbrauch im Landkriege, the text- 
book issued by the German General Staff for the 
instruction of German officers these rules are 
laid down: “Should the peaceful inhabitants of 
an invaded country be exposed to the fire of their 
own troops? Yes. It may be indefensible, but its 
main justification is that it is successful. Should 
prisoners of war be put to death? It is always 
ugly, but it is sometimes expedient. May one hire 
an assassin, or corrupt a citizen, or incite an in- 
cendiary? Certainly. It may not be respectable 
and honor may fight shy of it, but the law of 
war is less touchy. Should the women and chil- 
dren, the old and feeble, be allowed to depart be- 
fore a bombardment begins? On the contrary, 
their presence is greatly to be desired; it makes 
the bombardment all the more effective.” 

You can’t uncivilisze a British soldier because 
he is under civilized leadership. When Field Mar- 
shal Kitchener was sending them over this was 
his charge to them: “Be invariably courteous, 


considerate and kind. Never do anything likely 


to injure or destroy property and always look up- 
on looting as a disgraceful act. © * © Treat 
all women with perfect courtesy, * * * Do 
your duty bravely. Fear God. Honor the King.” 
And you can't uncivilize an American soldier 
because he is fighting under civilized leadership 
to save civilization. When the American soldiers 
arrived in France Gen. Pershing said to them: 
“You are now in France to expel an enemy that 
has invaded this beautiful land. Your first duty 
is to fight against this foe and protect our ally. 
You are here also to lift a shield above the poor 
and weak. You will be kind, therefore, to the aged

With the preliminary decisions taken in witte- 
factory form and embodied in pending ordinances, 
gratifying progress is being made in the matter 
of the South Twelfth street project. What, how- 
ever, has become of the North Twelfth street 
project? 

The plan was one of unusual steonstivensns. 
It attached to the continuation north of Wash- 
ington the name of Twelfth street and abolished 
the confusing name of High street. A width of 
150 feet as far north as Palm street was made 
uniform except in a few localities where conces- 
sions were made to existing conditions. Build- 
ings projecting not more than three feet over the 
proposed street lines were to be allowed to stand 
for the present. At the intersection of Washing- 
ton, the sidewalks on each side of Twelfth street 
were to be located in arcades of the two costly 
corner structures, making the entire space be- 
tween the outer walls of the structures available 
for pavement. 

At one largely attended public meeting to con- 
sider the merits of the plan no opposition was 
offered. At a second dissent was expressed in 
only two requests for delay. ™~, 

But the city hall moves with lagging steps to 
give the plan legal effect. The north and south 
projects for the improvement of downtown 
Twelfth street are second in importance only to 
the splendid Washington avenue improvement. 
But when the full Twelfth street project is studied 
the changes converting it into a radial thorough- 
fare joining the Gravois road in the one direction 
and Florissant avenue in the other, it can be seen 
to have a rank in importance not equaled by that 
of any- other city plan improvement in St. Louis. 

The legislation authorizing the improvement 
should be passed without further delay. St. 
Louisans will not be satisfied to have this im- 
provement neglected when other plans for better- 
ing the street and traffic situation are being made 
operative. War conditions that are all the time 
increasing the cost of improvéments emphasize 
the need for prompt action. 
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The St. Louis Independence Day Pageant is to 
show Napoleon in the scene portraying the fall of 
the Bastile. History indicates that the famous 
Paris prison fell without, any assistance from Na- 
poleon, who was at that time a shavetail Second 
Lieutenant, somewhere in the south of France, 
getting frequent furloughs to visit his native 
Corsica. However, when he did get to Paris, he 
made up for lost time. 
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DON’T FORGET THE BABIES. 

When, last December, the full effect of the in- 
crease in the price of milk from 11 to 13 cents, 
made in October, was felt, it was found that St. 
Louis consumers were using 7000 gallons less milk 
per day than they had before the price was raised. 
Conditions are the same now. And, while this 
means that many poor families with babies are 
able to buy less milk than last summer, or even 
may be compelled to go without it, the Post-Dis- 
patch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund has started 
its work to save th¢ babies for its fourteenth sea- 
son. 

Since June 1, when the work started, the re- 
sponse in contributions and in money raised by 
the young people who have worked for the Fund 
in former years, has not been great enough to 
bring the Fund up to the figure it usually has 
reached at this date. 

The babies must be saved. Not one baby who 
needs the specially modified milk supplied by the 
Pure Milk Commiaggion, or the Free Ice needed to 
keep it fresh, must be permitted to suffer for lack 
of milk and ice. The Pure Milk Commission will 
see to the supply of milk, and ice will be forth- 
coming as in former years. But the work will 
necessarily depend upon the amount of money 
contributed by the people who are interested, or 
turned in by the children who work for the Fund. 

A contributor who gave $100 to the Fund re- 
cently said: “It is just as important to save the 
babies as ‘it is to save our soldiers.” Nothing 
could be more true. The babies are our future cit- 
izens. But at present they are just helpless little 
things, who must not be permitted to suffer or 
fail in health for Jack of their only suitable nour- 
ishment—pure milk. 

Who will be the next to offer a substantial sum 
to save the babies? The Post-Dispatch will also 
look to the children to go on with the work vigor- 
ously, as they have in past years. The — 
must be saved.

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ROUNDABOUT PROHIBITION. 

President Wilson’s refusal to indorse prohibi- 
tion riders to appropriation bills apparently has 
killed the project in Congress, With his cus- 
tomary clarity of analysis he has pointed out 
the facitiousness of such proposals and has de- 
clared he will not be party to them. 

Senator Smith quotes him as saying that he 
is not opposed to congressional action on a 
straight-out, independent prohibition measure. 
But he does object to roundabout schemes of ob- 
taining dry measures through tinkering with the 
vitally important legislation necessary to getting 
the money for the proper conduct of the war. 

Congress is not likely at this time to raise a. 
straight-out prohibition question. It has already 
gone as far in that direction as it ought to go. 
It has recommended a constitutional amendment 
covering the subject and that amendment is in 
the hands of the several State Legislatures for rat- 
ification or rejection. The public just now has 
centered its attention upon the war and it in- 
sists that its representatives In Congress do like- 
wise. This is doubtless what the President has in 
mind.

SIMPLE FISH RECIPES. 


Broiled Fish.—Broiling over coals 
‘or under the gas flame unt?l brown 
ig a favorite way of preparing the 

er fish. Fresh fish of one to 
two pounds size, or smoked fish, 
such as finnan haddie, bowfin, or 
white fish, are delicious served in 
this way. 
“Wash fish, split, season, dot with 
fat, place on greased broiler and 
broil until the flakes can be easily 
Separated. If a gas broiler ts used, 


place the rack several inches below 
tite flame and brown. Sliced lemon 


(Recipes prepared by United States Department of Agriculture.) 


makes an attractive garnish and 
gives additional flavor. 

Boiled Fish.—Boiled fish is easily 
prepared, and, when served with a 
well-seasoned sauce, is delicious. 
Cook whole or, ?f too large, cut in 
pieces. fover with boiling salted 
water, but do not allow it to boil 
rapidly, as hard boiling breaks the 
fish. Cook for 10 minutes per 
pound. Strong-flavored fish, such as 
carp, is improved by adding a half 
cup of vinegar to the cooking water. 

Baked Fish.—Use the whole fish 
or a piece from the mfddle of a 
large one. If desired, stuff with 
mashed potatoes, cooked rice, or Vic- 
tory bread well seasoned. Cut 
gashes down the back and insert 
strips of salt pork or dot with fat. 
Dredge with fine corn meal, place in 
a baking pan and cook till tender, 
allowing 10 or 12 minutes a pound. 
Sometimes fish is baked in a tomato 
sauce or tn milk enough to cover 
the bottom of the pan. 

Fried Fish uses fat which we are 
asked to conserve. Try the other 
ways of cooking fish. : 

Sauces to Serve With Fish—To 
make white sauce melt 2 tablespoons 
fat, add 1% tablespoons cornstarch 
and 1 teaspoon salt, and blend well. 
Add 2 cups cold milk and stir over 
the fire until the mixture thickens. 
Cook about 10 minutes over hot wa- 
ter. Use this sauce as the basis for 
creamed or scalloped fish dishes. To 
make lemon sauce add 2 tablespoons 
of lemon juice to white sauce just 
before taking from the fire. For eggs 
sauce add a chopped hard-boiled 
egg to white sauce before serving. 
Tomato sauce is made just as the 
white sauce, using strained tomato 
in place of milk. Mixed with shred- 
ded smoked fish it is delictous when 
served hot on toasted Victory bread.

BABY BEETS. 


™ HIS recipe is also applicable to 

carrots. Only young, tender 

beets should be canned to get 

a high quality product. The best va- 
riety for canning is the Detroit. 

Sort the beets, putting uniform 
sizes together. Cut the stems off, but. 
be careful not to cut off too closely 
or break the reot. This will cause 
loss of juice, color and flavor. Boil 
in an enameled pan until three- 
fourths done, peel, pack hot in layers 
in previously boiled jars, fitting the 
second layer into the spaces left by 
thie first layer and reptating. Cover 
with clear hot water; partially seal 
the jars and boil them in a water 
bath for one hour. continuously, 
counting from the time the water 
boils again around the jars. 

Do not allow cold water to touch 
the beets after they have been 
cooked. If beets are packed in tin, 
the cans used must be  insidc- 
lacquered. Beets 1% inch in diam- 
eter and over should be cut or sliced 
before packing into jars. When a 
eteam-pressure canner is used, pro-

Former U. 8. Government Food Expert points out importance 
of pure Milk and Ice. 


By DR. HARVEY W. WILEY 


In Good Housekeeping. ' 
OTHERS of America! This 
message comes to you at the 
beginning of the danger sea- 
son. Of all the children who die 
during this Children’s Year. more 
than one-third will perish during the 
months of July, August and Septem- 
ber. Your infant under one is in 
danger. Will you help the great 
cause along by doing your particular 
part for your own child? If each 
mother would do that, the sum total 
would be victory. The object of this 
great campaign is to save 100,000 
lives that otherwise would perish. 
This ought not to be difficult if every 
mother of every child can be enlist- 
ed in the work. Here is a sum- 
mary of some of the more important 
things that each mother should se@® 
to. 

First, do not wean a child during 
the hot months. If the baby is of 
the weaning age on the first of July, 
don’t wean him until October or 
November. If the supply of moth- 
er’s milk should decrease, do not 
abandon the breast altogether but 
supplement the required auinount 
with properly prepared cow’s milk 
By all means avoid giving the child 
any of the socalled “infant foods” of 


commerce. Some of these foods do 
contain a little milk, but most of 
them are modified cereals. 


There is one use of ice which even 
the family with the small income 
should not dispense with, namely 
sufficient to keep the milk of the in- 
fant cool. It can be warmed to blood 
heat just before the administration 
and kept as near the ice as poss’ble 
the rest of the time. 

In the hot weather be careful of 
the baby’s wrappings; do not bundle 
him to the point of suffocation. Even 
ir. the poorest homes there is a pos- 
sibility of epening the doors and win- 
dows and ving fresh air and shade. 
The daily or even twice-daily bath 
will be a help toward keeping the 
@ghild cool and clean. The clothing 
necessary for protection should be of 
the flimsiest. 

If, after all your precautions, your 
child falls ill, do not hesitate for a 
moment to send for a physician. The 
delay of 24 hours in a case of this 
kind may prove fatal. The great 
danger of the hot season to the child 
is diarrhea in all of its forms, from 
the simplest type of looseness of the 
Lowels to the most aggravated case 
of cholera infantum, a steep gradi- 
ent and yet one that the neglected 


child rapidly mounts.

Do not allow yourself to be 
dazzled by the big salaries which 
you hear are paid to ballplayers. 
These are exceptional, and you 
must remember that one cannot 
earn them for very many years. 
There are many positions better 
than those even in the big 
leagues, and almost any position 
which is open to a boy of educa- 
tion is better in the long run than 
a place in the minors. 

The obaliplayer is usually 
through before he is 35, just when 
most men are beginning to ac- 
complish: something in business, 
and unless he has trained himself 
for business or saved a fortune he 
fs in a difficult position. So the 
wise boy will stay in school just 
as long as he can and prepare 
himself for a regular business or 
professional calling. He should 
view baseball as a recreation. He 
can find time to play without in- 
terfering with his study if he 
works hard enough at both. If 
his school play enables him to 
develop enough baseball skill to 
win him a highly-paid, big league 
position it may be worth his 
while to earn that money for a 
ew years and save a share of it 
to help him get started in busi- 
ness later. But the chances of 
doing this are so slim for the 
average boy that it would be most 
foolish to put baseball first.
